From October 24th to November Ist, a Novena 
of Prayer for World Peace was observed by the 
Catholic Women of America and all who were 
pleased to join them in this worthy intercession. 
The project was launched by the National Council 
of Catholic Women with the sanction of the Hier- 
archy at their annual Conference in Washington. 


Under the general title of “Catholic Builders of 
the Nation”, the Continental Press, Inc. of Boston, 
has just issued a set of five volumes in which the 
complete Catholic contribution to American civili- 


zation is set forth by writers of distinction and na- 
tional repute. 


The growth of Catholicity in Switzerland during 
the past few years has been so remarkable as to ex- 
cite comment even in Protestant circles. For ex- 
ample, at the recent meeting of the Association of 
Swiss Protestant Ministers at Lausanne, the noted 
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Protestant theologian, Dr. Neeser, declared that 
the secret of the power of the Catholic Church for 
expansion in all parts of the world is to be found 
in the Church’s strong central authority and that 
this in turn is made possible “by the dogma of In- 
fallibility and the Catholic Sacrament of the Altar.” 


The Rev. Dr. James A. Griffin, pastor of St. Mary’s 
Church at Joliet, Ill., has been appointed Bishop of 
Alton, Ill. He succeeds the late Bishop Ryan. Bishop- 
elect Griffin is a native of Chicago and received*his 
education at St. Ignatius College. Later he studied at 
the American College in Rome from which he was 
graduated with the class of 1910, with the degrees of 
D.D., and Ph.D. 


The “Gorresgesellschaft”, the Catholic organiz- 
ation for the promotion of scientific and literary 
work and a memorial to the famous German pro- 
fessor, Joseph von Gorres, is making strenuous 
efforts to continue its activities in spite of the dis- 
turbed economic and political conditions of the 
time. The organization recently held a conference 
in Munich which was largely attended by scientific 
and literary men from the various German states 
and also from several foreign countries. 


A striking illustration of the far-reaching influ- 
ence of the School of Divinity of St. Louis Uni- 
versity has been demonstrated by the meeting, held 
in Rome, of the General Congregation of the So- 
‘ciety of Jesus, with representation from all parts 
of the world. There are but ninety-eight delegates 
in all, and ten of these have at one time or another 
been connected with the St. Louis University 
school. 


The material development of the archdiocese of 
Cincinnati called for an expenditure of more than 
$5,000,000 last year, according to figures just is- 
sued. The larger expenditure was $1,000,000 for 
the recently dedicated new seminary of Mt. St. 
Mary. The second largest sum is $350,000 for a 
new dormitory for the University of Dayton. Si 
parishes will spend $200,000 and over on new 
church buildings or new schools. The Fenwick 
Club will build a gymnasium to cost $130,000. The 
number of parishes or institutions concerned i 
total expenditure is forty-four.

Father 
Larkin was called from the rectory and, although the 
fumes from the. acid had driven others back, he unhesi- 
tatingly entered the building of the General Bakelite Com- 
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pany’s plant where the accident took place and admin- 
istered the last rights of the Church. Knishenski died a 
few moments after he received the Sacraments. 


The will of the late Rev. John Talbot Smith, former 
pastor of the Church of the Sacred Heart, Dobbs Ferry, N 
Y., provides that his correspondence shall be sealed by the 
executor of his estate and transmitted to the University of 
Notre Dame. The executor, the Rev. Patrick J. McCor 
mick of Washington, D. C., receives all of Father Smith's 
personal property including, books, copyrights to the sev 
eral books that have been published, unpublished manu 
scripts of books and plays, Father Smith's chalice and oil 
stocks. Father Smith was a prime mover in the organ 
4ization of the Catholic Writers’ Guild and also of the Cath 
olic Actors’ Guild. 


The Rev. George M. Stenz, S. V. D., educator and mis- 
sionary in China for thirty years, who has been frightfully 
tortured, almost burned to death at the stake and nar- 
rowly escaped hanging during his long service there, has 
come to the United States to study American educational 
methods, and with an optimistic view for the future of 
China. He is now at St. Mary's Mission House, Techny, 
Illinois where he told of hi; terrible experiences. 


Canon Ulysse Chevallier, famous archeologist and his- 
torian, has passed away at Romans, in the province of 
Dauphine, France, at the age of 82 years. In addition to 
numerous works on the Dauphine, he composed, in twenty 
years, a “Repertory of the Historical Sources of the Mid- 
dle Ages” and a Liturgical Library of 15 volumes. He was 
a laureate of the French Academy, a Doctor “Honoris 
Causa” of the University of Louvain, Knight of the Legion 
of Honor, and had received many decorations from for- 
eign governments. 


M. G. Munly, well known attorney, chairman of the 
Catholic Civic Rights Association which led the fight 
against the Oregon compulsory school attendance law, 
former circuit judge for that district, died in Portland, aged 
69. Judge Munly, who was a native of Carbondale, Pa.. 
was a cousin of Dr. James J. Walsh, well known Catholic 
historian. He was actively associated with Catholic af- 
fairs in Oregon for over forty years and was editor and 
principal owner of the Catholic Sentinet of Portland from 
1886 to 1890. In later years he was engaged in the salmon 
packing industry and was widely known as a writer on the 
scientific aspects of salmon conservation, 


The Rt. Rev. John B. MacGinley, Bishop of Nuava Ca 
ceres, P. L., who is the guest of his uncle the-Rt. Rev. Msgr 
James P. Sinnott, rector of the Church of St. Charles Bor- 
romeo, Philadelphia, discussing conditions in the Philip 
pines, in an interview given shortly after his arrival, said 
“The great majority of the the islands want 
self-rule. ... but I do not believe they favor complete in 
dependence, for that would deprive them of the assurance 
that they would be protected until they were fully able to 
manage their affairs.

have saved the building, and 
the old St. Christopher’s 
Inn close to the Bungalow 
together with the new 
Saint Joseph’s Novitiate 
fifty yards distant would 
also have been in great 
peril of destruction. It 
was a merciful Providence 
that enabled us to extingu 
ish the fire before it had 
gotten beyond control. Had 
the alarm been given five 
minutes later it would have

God. While promulgating atre ginal 
call for volunteers among the Secular Clergy to enhst 
under the Atonement Banner for the Philippine Mis- 
sions, we address in all humility an appeal to the Cath- 
Jic Hierarchy in the United States to ENCOURAGE, and 
not to hinder, anv voung Priest fresh from the semin- 
arv who feels moved by the Holy Spirit to respond to 
this call. 
Four worthy Priests have been waiting for months 
to come to Graymoor to begin their Novitiate, and are 
till held at their present posts by their Bishops, who 
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assert that they are short of Priests and cannot spare 
them. Our Seraphic Father, Saint Francis, felt it his 
duty to part even with his cloak when he met a poor 
man who needed it more than he did himself. Surely 
our Bishops ought to have at least the charity towards 
the poor Filipinos which St. Martin of Tours had to- 
wards the beggar man whom he met sliivering in the 
cold and with his sword cut his cloak in twain and gave 
him the half to cover his nakedness. Most certainly 
the Lord of the harvest will reward the American 
Bishop who is willing to spare one or two Priests for 
the Philippine missions quite as much as he did Martin, 
the Roman soldier. 

The Archbishop of Manila, who has invited the Friars 
of the Atonement to labor in his portion of the Filipino 
Vineyard, tells us of forty parishes in his Archdiocese, 
seme of them numbering more than ten thousand souls, 
which have no Preests at all, while a parish of forty 
thousand possesses only one priest. What answer can 
an American Bishop in a populous city give to the 
Shepherd of Souls when, having hundreds of Priests 
under his jurisdiction, he refuses to give one of them 
to the Archbishop of Manila or to the Bishop of Lipa, 
where thousands are hungry for the Bread of Life and 
have none to minister to them? ; 

It seems to us that the Philippine Islands rest as a 
Tremendous Burden of Responsibility on the shoulders 
of the Bishops in America, and that it is almost as grave 
a thing to turn a deaf ear to our Brown Brothers call- 
ing to us from “the Pearl of the Orient” as it would 
have been for St. Patrick had he refused to listen to the 
cry of the Irish to him: “Come over and help us.” 

The reward that has come to Philadelphia for what 
she did for the Philippine Islands twenty years ago will 
come to those Prelates, we are sure, at the present time, 
who deal generously in response to the Philippine call 
of today. 

The Reverend William J. Lallou, Rector of the 
Church of St. Philip Neri, introducing His Eminence, 
Cardinal Dougherty, at the conclusion of Bishop 
Gercke’s Consecration banquet said: 

“For the twentieth time in the history of the diocese and 
for the tenth time within the last quarter of a century a 
Philadelphia diocesan priest has been called to the dignity 
of the episcopate. Two of them have become Archbishops 
of this Metropolitan See and one is invested with the high- 
est rank within Papal gift. Eight have gone to rule dio- 
ceses suffragan to Philadelphia. The others have gone be 
yond the limits of the Province. To New York we gave its 
most prominent Archbishop. We have sent a Gartland to 
Savannah in the South and an O’Connor to Omaha in the 
West. From us a Kennedy went invested with episcopal, 
and later with archiepiscopal rank to the American College 
in Rome. WE SENT A BARRON TO THE WILDS OF 
AFRICA AND IN OUR OWN DAYS FOUR BISHOPS 
TO THE MISSIONARY FIELD OF THE PHILIPPINES 
AND ALL OF THESE FOUR ARE HERE TODAY 
WITH THE EXCEPTION OF THE LATE LAMENTED 
BISHOP CARROLL; AND NOW ONE OF OUR 
PRIESTS GOES FROM US TO THE SOUTHWEST TO 
THE CATHEDRAL CHURCH OF TUCSON.

The present times are full of anxiety, as the Chinese 
Government is in a state of disorder, they cannot agree 
on anything for a month together. So many soldiers 
who were fighting in the short civil war of last year 
have not been paid, and so they have turned brigands, 
and owing to the failure of the last harvest in many 
farts, they have been joined by many peasants. There 
are bands of them not far from here, so we ask you to 
please say a special prayer for the protection of the 
Sisters and the children. We always remember you in 
our prayers, and we feel sure that the prayers of our 
poor little orphans who lead such innocent lives will 
obtain for you many divine favors from the Sacred 
Heart of Our Blessed Lord Who loves the little ones. 
(A photo of the group of our little ones appeared in 
a recent issue of The Lamp.) The babies have 
received most of the names that were asked to be 
given, and the best part of them have gone to Heaven. 
The rest of the names will also soon be given as there 
are many new arrivals just now, owing to the great 
misery around us.

THE FATHER OF ITALIAN ART 


It has been said that “all the threads of civilization 
in the subsequent centuries seem to hark back to St. 
Francis of Assisi.” At first glance we may be puzzled 
to understand why he has been called “the Father of 
Italian Art.” To appreciate the significance of this 
extraordinary tifle and to find a base on which to build 
an intelligent comprehension of his history in art, we 
must consider primarily the saint himself, his personal 
ity, and the effect produced by him on the mind of his 
time, says the Franciscan Herald. 

As a rule, the reputations of great men rest on what 
they do, or on what they think or sav, but St. Francis 
is a new life, known to us first of all by what he was 
He came into the world, says Sir Martin Conway, “a 
flaming, startling, overpowering apparition, bursting 
upon the people, effulgent, coruscating, bewitching, like 
the arctic aurora. Seldom indeed, has so pure and fair 
a soul, in flight from heaven to heaven, lit upon the 
earth awhile, and awakened it with such celestial praise.” 

The characteristic which strikes us most forcibly as 
we contemplate St. Francis, in his tenderness, his in- 
tense love of all created things. In the wideness of his 
sympathies there was found room for everything that 
came from God’s hand, and this great breadth of char- 
ity made for a singularly complete realization of God's 
love; so that the beneficent Creator looked into Fran- 
cis’s eyes from the eyes of every living creature, while 
his Sister Wind and his Brother Rain and even the 
grass at his feet, and the flowers in the grass confirmed 
the gracious truth. And this fire of the love of God, 
burning hot in his heart, set fire to the heart of the 
world. The things of God became all at once nearer 
and dearer to men; their souls warmed, their con- 
sciences deepened. Like the spread, indeed, of fire, ran 
the sweet contagion, growing and increasing a hundred- 
fold in the years immediately following the saint's 
death; and the poets and the painters, reflecting and 
expressing the people, “followed hard upon” with a 
new life, a new spirit hitherto undreamed of in their 
philosophy. 

The contemporary portraits of St. Francis perhaps 
herald the initial approach of the coming change. They 
are the earliest attempts at portraiture as we under- 
stand the term, and we see in them a faint suggestion 
of departure from existing form. Authorities differ 
as to what likeness of the saint was first executed 
Guinta Pisano’s portrait is conceded this distinction by 
many, others claim priority for the likeness preserved 
in the Sacro Speco at Subiaco, said to have been paint- 
ed‘by a Benedictine monk about 1218; while a study 
by Melormus, the famous Greek, is believed by some 
scholars to date back to the vear 1212. In this desire 
to reproduce the face and form of the Poverello, we 
see the living and persona! beginning to undermine 
formality. It would appear that Francis cast his spell 
upon the fine arts from the moment that a painter was 
given opportunity to commune with him. Thus the 
Byzantine school, with its stiff austerity, gave way 3 


little, even in Francis’s own time, and with the advent 


of Giotto di Bondone, only 60 years later, we find it 
quite put aside.
